The Output. in the Near Future May 


Amount to Four Hundred 


Millions a Year. 


The statement published by our gov- 


ernment that English enthusiasts are 
looking for a future output of gold In 
the Transvaal of from $120,000,000 to 
$150,000.000 a year Is stimulating to tho 
Imagination, Just as the realization ot 
this prediction would be stimulating to 
the speculation and business 
of 
the 


world. In the first six months of this 
year the output of gold in the Transvaal 
amounted to about $38,000.000. -This, 
states the Wall Street Journal, is at tho 
rate of $7C,000,000.:ior the yeur. Last 
year's production amounted tooverJCl,- 
000.000. The largest'p'roductlon was In 
189S, being $7!>,21.1.000. 


The prospect Is, therefore, that the 


production of 1004 will nearly equal that 
of 189S—In other words', will return to 
the normal yield of this region. Coollo 
labor has Just bocn Introduced Into the 
Transvaal, and with this solution of tho 
labor problem thero should be a contin- 
ued Increase In the output of the yellow 
metal In tho Transvaal. If tho produc- 
tion should over reach the enormous to- 
tal of $120,000,000 the effect on the busi- 
ness world can hardly be overestimated. 
With n Transvaal production last year 
of $B1,000,000 the world's output of gold 
amounted approximately to $330,000,- 
000. 
An Increase In the Transvaal pro- 


duction In the near'future to $120.000,- 
000 a year would lift the total annual 
product of gold In the world to the stu- 
pendous sum of $400.000.000. 


Even a product of $300,000.000 a year 


Is an enormous addition to the world's 
supply of money. 
Allowing about 2H 


per cent, to meet the demands of the arts 
nnd sciences, that leaves $22.",OflO,000 to 
enter Into tho various reservoirs of 
money. Inasmuch as the UFO of gold In 
the monetary systems of tho world.Is 
now very largely ns a reserve against 
credit. It may be said'that an addition of 
$22">,CK)0,000 to the world's money sup- 
ply means an added credit rapacity of 
over $1.000,000,000. If. then, within two 
or three years, by tho promised Increase 
In tho production of the Transvaal, tho 
world's output of gold Is expanded to 
$400.000,000, It Is easy to sed how enor- 
moi'.n would bo both tho increase In the 
supply of money and in flie credit capac- 
ity of tho leading nations of the globe. 


Even admitting, as It Is argued by 


some, that the Increase In the gold sup- 
ply may ultimately work to the disad- 
vantage of the business community 
rather than tolls benefit: admitting that 
the world's stock of money may ho In- 
creasing at too rapid a rate and that th*! 
International 
scramble for Immense 


;old reserves Involves the danger of a 
'yellow peril" akin to tho silver peril 
from which tho United States has only 
recently emerged; admitting that It IR 
mposMWc to determine definitely how 
much or how Ilttlo may bo the effect of 
the inflation of gold upon the prices of 
commodities, nevertheless, no one can 
doubt Yor an Instant that the enormous 
output of gold which has'bcen experi- 
enced In tho last ten years and which 
Is promised for years to come must have 
prodigious effect upon the>buelnessand. 
speculative activities of the leading na- 
tions of the globe. 


As a matter of fact. It may be doubted 


whether even yet the markets have fully 
Realized tho effect of tho mony Infla- 
tion which has already taken place, and 
they certainly have not yet discounted 
tho pffcct of the money Inflation which Is 
yet to take place.

In the fall and winter more than at 


»ny other time of tho year scarlet fever 
epidemics prevail, and some instruc- 
tions as how to prevent an attack, and 
how to cure It, may be timely. TlUs 
disease, which 
In 
many 
epidemics 


shows a mortality as high as HO ' per 
cent.. Is Ktippoflpd to be due to a micro- 
organism, although the scientists have 
not yet clearly proved It. 
Everyone Is 


agreed that It Is highly contagious, 
though, and, as In all such cases, a 
home knowledge of tho course of Inn 
disease Is vnry valuable. In this, as In 
so many other fovcr cases, water may 
be employed to great advantage. 


An attack of scarlet fever In not diffi- 


cult to recognize, although It Is rome- 
tlmes confused with measles or diph- 
theria. 
It may start suddenly with a 


high fevor^ the temperature of the pa- 
tient rising-rapidly to in:i orl<14 degrees, 
•or perhaps there may be a slight, chil- 
liness, or a severe chill. 
Tho pulse 


beats may Increase to 120 or e,von 140 
In a single night. Tht> faoo Is flushed, 
and there Is n burning sensation all 
over the little body accompanied by 
pronounced thirst, as well as restless- 
ness of the sufferer. 
I speak thus, bo- 


cause It Is the children, who are most 
often attacked, their less rugged sys- 
tems being lesa resistant to tho dis- 
ease. 


One of the most serious symptoms 


In scarlet fever Is an affnctlon of the 
throat, and because of this. It may be 
mistaken for diphtheria. A membrane 
forms on the tonsils that has much tht> 
appearance, of diphtheritic membrane, 
and often the soft palate, and pharynx 
are affected. 
The tonsils arc usually 


swollen and tho eyes watery white, the 
tongue, has a peculiar appearance, com- 
monly colled strawberry tongue, anil 
the surface of that organ Is coated with 
a white fur and appears, dry. 
Tho 


neck feels.stiff and the muscles of tho 
limbs suffer from the name cause. 


I might go on at some length describ- 


ing the symptoms of srarlct fcvor, but 
It Is enough for our purpose that tho 
above Indications arc prrsent, and wo 
at once soo to remove the cause, or 
put out the fire. 


The fact that the disease Is Conta- 


gious makes It Imperative that every 
precaution should be taken to prevent 
Its spread, and the patient should bo 
Isolated as soon as possible after the 
character of the disease Is known. All 
possible care should bo given to pre- 
venting'other children entering 
tho 


room, and the attendants should dis- 
infect their hands,faccand hair by bath- 
Ing or spraying with some antiseptic. 
Scales' from the sk'ln of the patient must 
not be allowed to be blown through tho 
house by draughts of air or carried.on 
the clothing of the attendants. 
Tho 


best time to begin lighting scarlet fever 
Is longbefore^,exposure.or en Its first 
app'earance in" the neighborhood, and 
the same rules for action should govern 
the treatment of other members of tho 
family when ono child 
Is attacked. 


Prepare them to resist It by sponging- 
tho entire body thoroughly aliout twice 
each wcok, Just before going to bed, 
with any of the following simple rem- 
edies, using which Is most convenient 
or agreeable: Permanganate of potas- 
sium, enough to make the water a light 
pink color; dilute acetic acid or good 
white vinegar, strong enough to cause 
a slight smarting sensation If It gets 
In tho eyes; good, strong witch-hazel 
(not 
diluted), or 
llsterlne (diluted). 


These, simple disinfectants, as 
above 


described, are not poisonous, and, be- 
sides not harming- children, will 
be 


found efficient In many ways, render- 
ing thorn almost certainly Immune to 
any such coataglous eruptive diseases 
as measles, chicken-pox, scarlet fever 
or smallpox. 
Of course such 
other 


natural precautions—as a 
generous, 


wholesome diet, suitable to the season, 
proper clothing, and plenty of pure, 
fresh air In tho sleeping-room at night, 
and sunshine by day—should bo taken. 


If. however, during a time of epi- 


demic, with scarlet fcyur sufferers all 
around you, In spite of, your 
precau- 


tions, anything like sore throat makes 
Its appearance, no matter how slight. It 
will bo wise to undress the little one 
and wrap It up well In a thick blanket, 
bathing the feet In water'as hot as can 
bo borne, until perspiration comes out 
freely all over the'body. 


There may be 
experienced 
nurses 


who are competent to handle a case 
of scarlet fever from start to finish 
with great success, but tho services of 
the family physician should be sought 
whllo the foregoing measures are bo- 
Ing adopted. ( He should have charge 
of the case, 'and the suggestions hero 
given arc made especially for those 
who cannot secure tho attendance, of 
a physician, or who flnd him delayed 
In answering tho call. 
If your house 


catches flro, you send for the fire de- 
partment with all possible haste, but 
you do not sit Idly by and watch H 
burn until they come. 
You first seek 


to put out the fire, and If this proves 
to be beyond your skill, you seek 
to 


savo your goods or other buildings. Do 
the snmn In this case. 
Send for the 


doctor, but try to savo the patient your- 
self, and also all other children that 
may havo been exposed. 


After giving (he hot foot bath, dry 


(ho feet and body 
well, under 
the 


blanket— that Is, without allowing the 
cool air of tin* room to strike the skin. 
Again sppngo the body with the usual 
disinfectant (having previously heat- 
ed It, so It will not feel cold) and put 
(he patient to bed. 
The chances are 


that the child will at once go to sleep 
and awake weil and happy In the morn- 
Ing, 
whereupon 
some 
evil-disposed 


careless people may be 
Inclined 
to 


laugh at your fears; but you havo i2ie 
lupreme satisfaction of seeing bright, 
happy, healthy children around your 
domes, while less thoughtful and ener- 
getic parents watch by the bedside of 
the helpless child for weeks In 


suspense, and lln'ally sorrowfully follow 
the little body to_ the grave, or, per- 
haps. It lives only to go through life 
with Its sight or hearing destroyed. 


If. after all of your care for your 


little one, the throat Is Mill sore In the 
morning, you should again sponge the 
body under the blaaT.ets with tho dis- 
infectant, or If there Is no fever, rub, 
gently all over with warm olive oil, 
goose grease or vaseline, rubbing the 
body to a dry and comfortable condi- 
tion with a soft, warm 
towel. 
As 


soon as there Is any appearance 
of 


fever there must not be any rubbing 
of the body with oil, or fat of 
any 


kind, as It Increases the 
heat, 
tho 


principal object In view being to get tha 
a'uln to perform Its duty perfectly,'for 
when this Is secured, scarlet fever can 
never secure a hold, colds and sore 
throat will disappear, and health is 
maintained. 


.In case of scarlet fever, I would not 


advise the use of a'cold compress to 
tho spine, recommended In a previous 
paper, but after having secured 
an 


equilibrium of the circulation and com- 
parative comfort of the patient by tho 
hot fomentation to the feet and 
a 


cold compross to the head, take an 
ordinary sheet and fold It to a size 
that will enable you to wrap the child's 
entire body In It. 
Wring this out ot 


cold watci* and sprean It upon a dry 
sheet on the bed and lay 
tho child 


In 
It, bringing 
It 
up over 
the 


body, packing him completely, with the 
exception of the face. 
After the first 


shock, which will probably 'cause { a 
catching of the breath and deep breath- 
Ing, which will be beneficial, there will 
be decided signs of relief, and the little 
one will probably go to sleep. In half 
an hour he will be awake, and when 
you remove tho packing a red rash 
cover's tho little body. 
Quickly sponge 


him all over with the disinfectant, and 
hn will feel cool. 
Covering him with 


tho dry sheet, ho will probably awake 
In fever. 
Repeat tho process until the 


rash no longer makes its appearance, 
fly this time the patient may be near- 
ly exhausted In the battle 'for life, but 
he Is nllvo and sound In every way, 
and a little skillful nursing will re- 
store strength and vigor. • 


If a stimulant Is really necessary, db 


not give alcoholic liquors, for there 
Is no strength In them. 
Procure 
a 


plfrce 
of red-pepper-pot!—say 
about 


one-third of a dry, ripe pod—place. It 
In a teacup and pour 'boiling water 
over it. 
Let It stand for a few mo- 


ment?, and then strain as much of this 
•tea Into a half cupful of hot water 
as will cause a slight smarting to the 
eyes. 
A tcaspoonful of milk may be 


added with advantage. 
Tho half-tea- 


cupful administered bvory half hour 
In teaspoonful doses will be an excel- 
lent treatment, and 
will 
accomplish 


wonders.

SHIPS BUILT BY SAVAGES. 


South Sea Islanders Who Are Expert 


Workmen In Marine Ar- 


chitecture. 


In the Marshall group of Islands In 


tho South seas is a little atoll of coral 
known as Llkleb atoll. It.ls hundreds 
of miles away from any oilier Island and 
the natives go half naked like the other 
dwellers of the South, seas. .But they 
have learned one great civilized 'art; 
Just the same, and that Is the .art of 
building ships, says the. Washington 
Post 


About 40 years ago a Portuguese 


sailor was landed there from a whaling 
ship. When' his vessel sailed away ho 
remained behind, for the lazy char;n of. 
the Pacific island life .had.tempted him 
and ho had decided to leave the rest- 
less sea and llvo tho rest of his days 
on tho warm, sloepy beaches, where no 
ono worked. 


Soon he married the daughter of a 


chief and became a trader. After many 
years an American captain visited the 
Islands dtirlng-a trading voyage In'the 
South seas and when his vessel short- 
ly afterward became unseaworthy he 
set to work on the beach to' tot/lid] a 
new one. 
. . . 


The Portuguese whaler's two 'Rons 


helped him and''learned a great deal 
about the operation. The Island had 
flne. hard wood on It. Just the kind of 
timber that shipbuilders value because 
It will not rot or waterlog readily. Tho 
captain at last succeeded In finishing a 
goo'd 40-ton schooner and sailed away 
In her. • 
. 
. 


Before long the two boys had begun to 


teach the natives something of what 
they had picked up and soon. Instead of 
the primitive canoes and dugouts that 
the Marshall Islanders havo been using 
for centuries, the foflt .of the Llldob 
atoll began to build canoes made of care- 
fully fashlcned lumber and pinned to- 
gether with rivets, 


Now thero Is a real shipyard on thin 


Ilttlo speck lost in tho wldn Pacific. A 
high roof under tho palms on tho beach 
greets tho mariner and when he lands 
he sees vessels, modern tools lying 
around and everything looking Just as 
It does In a shipyard anywhere on the 
American coast, only Instead of work- 
men In overalls he sees dark natives 
with hardly any clothing. 
' The wood from which the knees and 
timbers are cut conies from an Island 
on tbo western side of the/ lagoon. U 
Is called kauoe and' Is extremely fand- 
pome, looking much like black walnut. 
It has the valuable property of growing 
harder as It grows older and makes flne 
vessels. 


Tools—all of them of the best kind— 


wood for spars, etc., are shipped 
to 


Ltklcb atoll now from New Zealand and 
the boats that arc turned out In tho 
sarago Island havo been compared with 
American and English built vessels that 
have touched at tho place and found 
to be excellent In every respect. 


The savage shipbuilders havo a queer 


scale of prices. 
If a chief wants n 


schooner of, say, 12 tons, built for him. 
they charge him $1,000 for It, but Jf a 
poorer person wants the same kind of a 
vessel they will charge many hundreds 
dollars less. They do this quite openly 
and explain It by saying that the chief 
being rich can afford to pay more than a 
poor person for the'same thing.'

ON AGRICULTURE 


YEAR'S CROPS ARE IMMENSE 


Corn Leads, With Cotton In Second 
. Place and Hay and Wheat Combined 


I Equaling the First Named—Big In- 


crease In Farm Capital, 


Washington, Nov. 30.—Tho secre- 


tary of agriculture, James Wilson, has 
transmitted his eighth annual report 
to the president. Among tho more Im- 
portant features of tho year's work 
arc extensive co-operations with agri- 
cultural stations; the tqklng of pre- 
liminary steps to conduct feeding and 
breeding experiments ;the war against 
the cotton boll weevil and against cat- 
tle mange; plans for education of en- 
gineers In road building; the produc- 
tion of a hardy orange; research In 
successful shipping of fruit abroad; 
the value of nitrogen fixing bacteria; 
successful.Introduction of plants suit- 
ed to light rainfall areas; establish- 
ment of pure food standards; the ex- 
tension of agricultural education In 
primary and secondary schools, and 
the extension of Instruction to Island 
possessions to enable them to supply 
the country with 1200.000,000 worth of 
.domestic products now Imported from' 
abroad. 


Crops of Great Value. 


The corn crop of 1904, says the sec- 


retary, yields a farm value greater 
than ever before. 
The cotton crop, 


valued for lint and seed at $600,000.- 
000. comes second, while hay and 
wheat contend for third place. Com- 
bined, these two crops will about equal 
In value the corn crop. Notwithstand- 
ing the wheat crop shows a lower pro- 
duction than auy year since 1900, the 
farm value Is tho highest since 1881. 
Potatoes and barley reached their 
highest production In IflO-l; save In 
11HI2 the out crop was never so'large 
by fiO.OOO.OOO bushels. 
The present 


crop of rice promises a yield of 000,- 
000.000 pounds—200,000,000 more than 
ever before. 


Exports Are Immense. 


Tho year 1801, says the secretary 


keeps well up to the average of ex- 
ports of farm products during the five 
years. 189!i-TJ03. amounting to over 
$830.000.000, while the average for th<? 
live years was nearly $805,000.000. 


During the last fifteen years the hal 


{ince of trade In favor of this country, 
all articles considered, exceeded $ 
3SI.POO.miO; but taking farm products 
alone, tly.se showed a balance In fa 
vor of more than S5,noo.ooo.OOO. 


Reviewing the Increase In farm cap- 


ital, tho • secretary estimates It con 
rervatlvcly at 
$2.000.000,000 within 


lour years—this without rcr-gnl/.lng 
the marked Increase In the value ol 
land during the last two years.

Rice and Durum Wheat. 


Under the head of new Industries 


developed the secretary enumerates, 
first, rice, of which under the encour- 
agement of the department, then; has 
been enormously Increased production 
In l.<.ul«ianu and Texas. Preliminary 
estimates give the area 'devoted to 
rice In 1P04 In these two states at COO,- 
Ooo acres, and the crop will approxi- 
mate G;').II.:I).OOO pounds. In reference 
to durum, or maearonl wheat,,the suc- 
cess attending Its Introduction con- 
tinues unahativl. Probably 
no loss 


than 1 l.ooo.ooo btisscls of such wheat 
will be grown this year. 


Forestry and Water. 


Tho present situation as 
regards 


forestry In the United States the sec- 
retary regards as exceedingly hope- 
ful. 
The lumber Industry seems to 


lie awakening to the fact that lumber- 
ing with reference to future as well as 
present profits may be good business. 
The general adoption of forestry as 
an established policy now depends 
primarily on business conditions. Ex- 
tensive investigations of forest condi- 
tions are still urgently ncertod.
